The driver complied 


with the demand and the robber pro- 
ceeded to break it open and rifled it 
of its contents. There being no pass- 
engers aboard the*lone robber allowed 
the stage to go on. 
The driver lost 


no time in getting to Tonopah and re- 
porting the hold up. 


A sheriff and posse set out imme- 


diately for the scene of the robbery. 
There was no difficulty in finding the 
tracks of the lone robber, who 
was 


tracked from the scene of the robbery 
to town, and there the trail was lost. 


At the present time there is no sus- 


picion as to the identity of the ban- 
dit.

nd the inference Is that he took the 
atal draught the night he registered 
t the hotel. 
The body was found lying on the 
ack with 
arms crossed 
over the 


reast, eyes closed and a peaceful ex- 
n-ession upon the face. 


Beside him was a large vial of mor- 


ihine. 
About thirty grains remained, 


ait enough was missing: to send two 
ouls to eternity. 


Upon the bureau was a note ad- 
rossed to no one and signed by the 
eeeased, but giving no address. Noth- 
ng in the note gave a hint as to his 
:ome except a request that the Orna-, 
la papers be notified. 


It was the dying wish of the de- 
eased that what personal property he 
h:ul with him be used to defray the 
expenses of his burial thaj he might 
not lie in a pauper's grave. He re- 
quested that his scarf pin be burled 
vith him. 
It consisted of the three 


inks of Odd Fellowship. 


The letter began in a firm hand, but 


gradually 
the 
penmanship 
became 


more and 
more 
erratic, evidencing 


hat the fatal potion had been taken 
before penning the letter. 


The deceased said that he was old 


and incurably ill, without funds and 
without friends. 
Life had become a 


burden too heavy to bear. 


He wished that no Inquest be held, 


stating that he had committed suicide 
and desired that the county be spared 
iny unnecessary expense. 


Mr. Younes evidently gave his cor- 
ed name for letters were found In his 
pockets with that address. 
Whether 


their contents will show any light on 
he case will not be known until the 
inquest, for the letters and belong- 
ngs of the deceased are in the hands 
of the Coroner. 


The dead man had made all pos- 


sible preparations for the ending of 
his life. 
He had even changed his 


clothing for burial. The garments he 
had on were all new and clean. 
Mr. 


Younes was a man nearly 70 years of 
age. 
He was about 5 feet, 10 Inches 


tall and wore a beard. 
His coun- 


tenance and clothing are those of a 
man of good breeding and one who 
financially had seen better days. 


This is only the second suicide that 


has occurred in Mr. Fitzgerald's hotel 
experience of over thirty years.

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NEVADA'S INTERESTS 


T 


HERE IS NOT today a single feature of Re 


publican policy which promises greater bene 


fits to the State of Nevada than will naturally flo\ 
from that of its great opponent, the National Demo 
cratic Party. 
During the later years of Repub 


lican escendency in this State, the leading issue was 
the tariff. 
Even then Republicans of prominence 


were not wanting who would privately admit that 
the local interests of Nevada were adverse to the 
extreme protective policy of their party. 
They 


stood 
by Republicanism 
upon broad 
national 


grounds, claiming that irrespective of local inter- 
ests, protection was beneficial to the country as a 
whole. 


But that argument no longer holds good in all 


its length and breadth. 
On many important lines 


our industries have completely outgrown the need 
of tariff protection. 
From "infants" they have be- 


come giants, not only controlling the American 
market, but menacing the markets of other com- 
peting countries. This is fully recognized by Re- 
publicans of prominence and no man had a keener 
appreciation of the charged situation than had the 
late President McKinley, as manifested by his last 
great speech at Buffalo, portions of which read al- 
most like extracts from Henry George, or passages 
from some Cobden Club pamphlet. Mr. McKinley 
had not become a free trader but he saw plainly that 
the time had arrived for a relaxation of the extreme 
rigor of the tariff; that we had got beyond the point 
of merely protecting the home market, and must 
look for others beyond the sea. When he declared 
that "we must not rest in fancied security that we 
can forever sell everything to other countries, and 
buy little or nothing from them," he gave utter- 
ance to a principle directly opposed to high 
tariff 


philosophy. 


Here in Nevada extreme protection can not be 


defended from either a local or a national stand- 
point. 
If there was an actual issue before the 


country of high protection versus free trade in the 
absolute British sense, the interests of Nevada 
would still be on the side of free trade; because our 
people are consumers rather than producers of pro- 
tected commodities. But there is no such issue. 
No party is proposing to put wool or lead on the 
free list, or to reduce the duties below a fair and 
reasonable jprotective point. 


It is the abuses of the tariff that are aimed 


at, and not legitimate protection. On this line the 
Democracy can find abundant argument in the ut- 
terances of their political opponents. 
If such men 


as Babcock would only vote as they talk, there 


• would be some hope 
for a reasonable reform of 


these abuses by the Republican party. 
But 
the 


trouble is that among Republicans it is all talk and 
no action. 
It cannot be otherwise, for the benefi- 


ciaries of these abuses have the party By the throat 
and it is powerless to act. 


It requires a great deal of hardihood for any 


man or any newspaper to claim that our interests 
are with the Republican party. 
No matter what 


good things nature may have in store for us, or 
what prosperity may come in a legitimate business 


way, the awful blow at our silver mining industry 
a blow struck tinder circumstances of grave per- 
fidy-is sufficient to condemn the Republican party 
in the eyes of Nevada's electorate.

HOW THE ACCOUNT STANDS. 


A N ENTHUSIASTIC Republican contemporary 
•** asserts that property on the Pacific Coast 
has already increased in value thirty per cent as a 
result of the acquisition of the Sandwich Islands 
and the Philippines. 
If this were true, it would 


be a most unfortunate admission from a paper that 
is daily making vitriolic attacks upon Francis G. 
Newlands, who was something of a factor in the 
annexation of Hawaii. 
It is perfectly well-known 


that he framed the resolution under which those 
islands were annexed, and the resolution is still 
known by his name all over the country. 
But 


neither Mr. Newlands nor anyone else with a modi- 
cum of common sense will claim that the annexation 
of Hawaii has increased the value of property on 
the Pacific Coast one-fifth part of thirty per cent 
although it will be very generally admitted that 
some commercial advantage has accrued. 


But why couple the Philippines with Hawaii in 


«his connection ? About as sensible would it be for 
a man without a dollar to bless himself with talk of 
the enormous wealth of himself and John D. Rock- 
efeller. 
There has been seme commercial gain I 


in our relations with Hawaii, but it will take a dex- 
terous accountant to figure out a profit on the 
Philippine venture. 


Taking the figures given by Secretary Root 


as the cost of the Philippine war, and adding the 
expenses since accrued together with the $20,000,- 
ooo paid to Spain, and the islands have already 
cost us $205,000,000. 
Our total exports to that 


country last year were about $4,000,000 of which 
something like one-half consisted of merchandise 
sold to Amreican 
soldiers, sailors and 
civilians, 


leaving about $2,000,000 of legitimate trade, every 
out the purchase of the islandshadT,trgs.cv(a&& 
dollar of which could have been had just as well 
without the purchase of the islands or a war with 
the Filipinos. 
But assuming that this $2,000,000 


has been acquired as a result of Republican policy, 
and assuming further that twenty per cent of it 
is profit, we are $400,000 ahead on trade account. 
As the islands have cost us $205,000,000, by Sec- 
retary Root's own figures-which are probably fifty 
per cent too low-it will take just five hundred and 
twelve and one-half years at the present volume of 
trade for us to get even on the expense account to 
date. 


But we cannot stop here. Secretary Root also 


admits that we must maintain an army of at least 
18,000 men in those islands for an indefinite num- 
ber of years. This force will cost fully $25,000,000 
a year-just sixty-two and a half times the present 
commercial profit. 
If the Democratic party had 


been in power, and had bought foreign trade at such 
a cost, we tremble to think of what our Republican 
riends would have said about it. All of this aside, 
lowever, we shall be very glad to have some Re- 
publican enthusiast point out how and where prop- 
erty in Nevada has been enhanced in value thirty 
per cent, or one per cent, by the ill-starred venture 
n the Philippines.
